CONTEST RESULTS 


Well it looks like more members cf the club are daing very good in the contest ranks. 
N2SS grabed 2nd place in the 1978 CQ World-Wide Phone test with a score of 1,152,668 
points. That was for 1036 contacts. FB Tony. 
In the same Test, W2KI was 2nd place in the multi-op, single transmitter class. The score 
was 867,847 for 908 contacts. In the same class, WA2VEE and WA2OOL was in the tep 
ten. The above is for Two Land scores.

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ARTIFICAL = AURORAS 


Artificial production of auroral phenomena in the Arctic region is im an advanced study 
stage. The program called Active Stimulation of Auroral Plasma, woyld involve 
installation of a series of high-frequency transmitters in Fairbanks, AK. to work in con- 
junction with extensive diagnastic facilities already in operation there. 

The idea is to transmit HF pulses at frequencies matching the plasma ragions at altitude 
between 100 to 250 KM (covering the E ond F regions of the ionosphere). The peak 
power will be high enaugh to exceed the threshold value needed to excite certain plasma 
phenomena such as formation of coyintons, generation af very localized intense electric 
fields and excitation of various low frequency modes. 

A major feature fo the system is the use of law average power of about 80 KW, since 
the transmitter won't be on all the time, When it on, it will provide very high peak 
power of 8 megawatts, but only for a fraction of a second. ( Anybody need KL7?) 
Using the pulse approach permits sending extremely high peak power into the 

ionosphere. With this technipue there is the possibility of modulating the auroral return 
current isn a controlled fashion. The resulting electric field inside the caviton could 
accelerate secondary auroral electrons to high enough energy levels sq thot they could 
be detected optically from the ground. 
The effect of this intense bombardment of the ionosphere on HF communications has not 
been fully evaluated.

The following is from a book on the 1920s........- One thing the Smiths certainly will not 


do this evening. They will not listen to the mdio. For there is no such thing as radio 
broadcastion. Here and there a mechanically inclined boy has a wireless set, with 
which, if he knows the Morse cade, he may listento messages from ships at sea and 
from land stations epuipped with sending apparatus. The radiophone has been so far 
developed that men flying in an airplane over Manhatton have talked with other men in 
an office-building below. But the braadcasting of speeches and music, well itwas tried 
years ago by DeForest, and "nothing came of it.” Not until the spring of 1920 will 
Frank Conrad af the Westinghouse Company of East Pittsburgh, who has been sending out 
phonograph music and baseball scores from the barn which he has rigged up as a spare 
time research station, find that so many omateur wireless operators are listening b them 
that a Pittsburgh newspaper has had the bright idea of advertising radio equipment 

‘which may be used by those who listen ro Dr. Conrad's programs.” And not until this 
advertisement appears will the westinghouse officials decide to open the first beadcastiong 
station in history in order to stimulate the sale of their supplies. DE KB2AB
